G.S.R. 1282 (Contract /Amendment 31), — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (I) of Article 299 of the Constitution, the President hereby directs 
that the following further amendments shall be made in the notification of the 
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Government of India in the Ministry of Law G.S.R. 1161 dated the 1st Decem- 
ber, 1958 relating to the execution of contracts and assurances of property, 
namely: — 1 

In the said notification — 

A. In Part X which relates to the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting — 

(1) Under Head A, after item 2, the following item shall be inserted, name- 
ely: — 


“3, All contracts and instruments relating to (i) purchase, supply and con- 
veyance or carriage of materials, stores, equipment etc., and repairs 
thereof; and (ii) disposal of surplus, obsolete and waste stores; by the 
Principal Information Officer, the Deputy Principal Information 
Officer, the Assistant Principal Information Officer or the Informa- 
tion Officer, Jullunder". 

(2) Under Head C, for the clause (xi), the following clause shall be substi- 
tuted, namely: — I 

“(xi) All contracts for supply on rentals for commercial and non-com- 
mercial exhibition free of rentals for non-commercial exhibition, 
and sale of prints of films produced and/or released by the Film 
Division by the Officer in charge of Distribution, Films Division, 
Bombay”. 

(3) Under Head D — 

(i) In item 1, after the words ‘where there is no Station. Director, by the 
Assistant Station Director, All India Radio ’ the words 'or Project Officers All 
India Radio’ shall be inserted. 

(ii) For item 3, the following item shall be substituted, namely: 

"3. Contracts to be entered into with artistes engaged by the All India 
Radio; by the Director of News Services, the Director of External 
Services, the Deputy Director of News Services, the Administrative 
Officer, News Services Division, Deputy Directors, External Services 
Division All India Radio, the Assistant Station Director, or where 
there is no Assistant Station Director, by the Programme Executive 
of All India Radio, or where the Assistant Station Director, All India 
Radio is incharge of the Station, by the Programme Executive All 
India Radio, and where a Programvie Executive is incharge of an 
auxiliary studio, by the Programme Executive All India Radio”. 

(4) Tire existing Head G shall be relettered as Head H and before Head H 
so relettered, the following Head G shall be inserted namely: — 

“G, In the case of the Directorate of Field Publicity: — 

(i) Agreements or leases for the hire of buildings required for the accom- 
modation of offices at places other than New Delhi, Simla, Calcutta 
and Bombay; 

(ii) all contracts and instruments relating to (a) purchase, supply and 

conveyance or carriage of materials, stores and equipment and (b) 
disposal of surplus and obsolete stores; 

(iii) all contracts with registered dramatic troupes and artistes relating to 

the Song and Drama Division; and 

(iv) all contracts for servicing of all types of vehicles; by the Director of 

Field Publicity, Regional Officers, Directorate of Field Publicity, In~ 
formation Officers, Press Information Bureau in the case of Jammu 
and Kashmir and Kerala States”, 

(5) In Head H so relettered, after the words ‘the Deputy Director (Adminis- 
tration) . Directorate of Advertising and Visual Publicity’ the words ‘or the 
Director of Field Publicity, Regional Officers, Directorate of Field Publicity, In- 
formation Officers, Press Information Bureau in the case of Jammu and Kashmir 
and Kerala States’ shall be inserted, 

B. In Part XIV which relates to the Ministry of Railways, under item 22, 
after the words ‘and foodstuff contractors and vendors’ the words ‘and issue of 
licenses to porters’ shall be inserted. 
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C. In Part XVIII which relates to the Ministry of Transport and Communica- 
tions— 

(i) For sub-clause (iii), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, name- 
ly:- 

"(iii) (a) All contracts, deeds and instruments exceeding Rs. 25,000 but 
not exceeding Rs. 50,000 in value for the execution of works charge- 
able to Capital or Depreciation Fund, and exceeding Rs, 10,000 but 
not exceeding Rs. 30,000 in the case of works chargeable to the Re- 
venue Funds of the Port: by the Superintending Engineer, Vizaga- 
patam Port ; 

(b) all contracts deeds and instruments exceeding Rs. 50,000 but not 
exceeding Rs. 10,00,000 in value for the execution of works charge- 
able to Capital or Depreciation Fund, and exceeding Rs. 30,000 
but not exceeding Rs. 1,00,000 in case of works chargeable to the 
Revenue Funds of the Port; by the Port Administrative Officer, 
Vizagapatam Port. 

(ii) After sub-clause (ix), the following sub-clause shall be inserted, name- 
ly:— 

“(X)(a) Contracts and agreements, exceeding Rs. 5,000 but not exceeding 
Rs. 1,00,000 in value relating to the lending of tools, plants, equip- 
ment and machinery to contractors or any other person; by the Port 
Administrative Officer, Vizagapatam Port. 

(b) contracts and agreements not exceeding Rs. 5,000 in value relating 
to the lending of tools, plants, equipment and machinery to con- 
tractors or any other person; by the Deputy Conservator, Superin- 
tending Engineer, Mechanical Superintendent or Traffic Manager, 
Vizagapatam Port. 

(iii) In sub-clauses (ii), (iv) (a) and (vili), for the words ‘Port Engineer’ 
and ‘Superintendent (Mechanical)’ wherever they occur, the words 'Executive 
Engineer’ and ‘Mechanical Superintendent’ shall respectively be 'substituted. 

(2) Under Head C, for item 1 the following item shall be substituted, namely:— 

“1(a) All contracts and instruments relating to the (i) payment of sub- 
sidy/subvention and (ii) loan of aeroplanes, gliders, winches, equip- 
ment or other Government property to aircraft operators, Flying 
Clubs, Gliding Clubs, and other training institutions in the field of 
Civil Aviation and Aeronautical Engineering and 

(b) all contracts with private firms relating to the maintenance and up- 
keep of Inspection Equipment; by the Director General, a Deputy 
Director General or the Director of Training and Licensing”. 

D. In Part XIX which relates to the Ministry of Works. Housing and Sup- 
ply— 1 

(1) Under Head B, in item 2 — 

(i) For clause (a), the following sub-clause shall be substituted, name- 
ly:— 

“(a) Contracts relating to the disposal of waste paper and miscellaneous 
unserviceable stores and purchase of local stores;”.

Provided also .that in the case of joint holders the vote of the senior 
amongst those who tender a vote shall be accepted to the exclusion 
of the other joint, holders and for this purpose seniority shall be 
determined by the order in which the names stand in the Register 
of Members.”; 

(4) In Article 105, —

of the Stock Exchange by secret ballot to be deposited In the 
ballot box by the members in person immediately on receipt there- 
of at the General Meeting”;

5. Disqualification. — No male candidate who has more than one wife living 
and no female candidate who has married a person having already a wife living, 
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shall be eligible for appointment. Provided that the Government of India may, 
after being satisfied that there are special grounds for doing so, exempt any such 
candidate from the operation of this rule.
